religious  convictions,  to  tell  the  truth  and  nothing  but 
the  truth,  stated  as  felloes: 


"In  the  Xenipei,  Batavia  (Building  of  the  University  of 
Law) ,  on  July  21,  1942,  after  an  interrogation,  I  had 
to  sit  dorm  in  the  Japanese  way  on  five  sharp  little 
beams,  most  similar  to  foot-scrapers,  so  that  I  came 

to  sit  ”ith  ray  shins  on  the  sha.rp  edge. -  I  sat 

there- from  about  11  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  v/ithout  food  and 
drink.  This  was  reported  the  next  day  from  approx. 

2  p.m.  until  5  p.m. The  next  morning  the  rater 

torture  was  applied  to  mo,  twice  in  succession.  This 
lasted  one  hour.  The  afternoon  of  the  next  day  they 
applied  the  water  torture  to  me  once  more.

"In  the  XcLipci,  Batavia  (Building  of  the  University  of 
Lav;),  on  July  21,  1942,  after  an  interrogation,  I  had 
to  sit  devm  in  the  Japanese  way  cn  five  sharp  little 
beams,  most  similar  to  f cot-scrapers,  so  that  I  came 

to  sit  with  my  shins  cn  the  sharp  edge. -  I  sat 

there*  from  about  11  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  without  food  and 
drink.  This  was  repeated  the  next  day  from  approx. 

2  p.m.  until  5  p.m. The  next  morning  the  water 

torture  was  applied  to  mo,  twice  in  succession.  This 
lasted  one  hour.  The  afternoon  of  the  next  day  they 
applied  the  water  torture  to  me  once  more.
